HIS LINE IS MUCH TOO THIN. 


RAINY SEASON IS BEGINNING 
AND MAY HAMPER ADVANCE. 


"When the Steady Rains Come, It Is 
Said Our Soldiers Will Have to 
Leave Their Lines and Be 
Placed in Permanent 
Barracks. 


HONG KONG, March ®.-—-A correspondent 
of the Associated Presse at Manila forwards 
the following letter, which evidently es- 
caped the eye of the censor. It gives a 
radically different view of conditions con- 
fronting the American commander from 
that which is permitted to come over the 
cable from Manila. The communication fol- 
lows: 

An army has seldom operated under 
harder conditions than have been encoun- 
tered by the American Flying Brigade. The 
country the American troops have tra- 
versed is intersected with lagoons, narrow 
and unfordable rivers and bamboos so thick 
that the enemy cannot be seen a hundred 
feet distant. During the charge the Ameri- 
cans were ignorant as to whether they were 
attacking a hundred @r thousands of rebels, 
which amazes the foreign observere. The 
Filipinos were unexpectedly fierce at Cain- 
ta. Had it not been for the fact that the 
American line was -thin the enfilading fire 
would have slaughtered many of our men. 

One of the prisoners captured by the 
Americans says the Filipino leaders boast 
that they can continue such a war for 
years, depending on the American forces 
being Weakened daily by ® men killed, 
wounded or invalided. 

Some of the high officials here think 
that 10,000 reinforcements are needed, as 
the troops now on this island are nardly 
more than required to maintain a line 
around Manila and police the city. 

“Comsiderable rain has fallen already, 
and it seems that the season for rains is 
beginning prematurely. It is possible that 
when the steady rains begin our troops 
will have to be withdrawn to permanent 
barracks, which may enable the rebels to 
return to their old positions. 

“The Americans have refrained from de- 
Stroy! the buildings in . the country 
ewept by Gen. Wheaton’s troops. A sen- 
try has been stationed before every store 
at Pasig, but the soldiers are bringing in 
loads of loot from dwelling houses."”” °*' 


PUTS TRAITORS.TO DEATH. 


Aguinaldo Orders the Execution of His 
Weak-Kneed Generals. 
MANILA, March 2, 8:40 p. m.—Aguinaldo 
fs taking extrenie measures with those of 
his important followers who give signs of 
weakening. Twelve adherents of the plan 
of independence, residents of Manila, have 
been condemned to death because they 
wrote advising surrender and all loyal Fii- 
ipinos have been called upon to perform the 

national service of deepatching them. 

On Friday last Gen. Lagarda visited Ma- 
lolos for the purpose of advising Aguinaldo 
to quit. He argued with the insurgent 
leader and attempted to convince him of the 
folly of his persistence in the face of over- 
whelming odds. Aguinaldo was furious at 
the advice and ordered Gen. Lagarda to be 
executed immediately. The unfortunate 
General was promptly decapitated, 

In the fighting Sunday the Americans lost 
seven killed and 3) wounded. The rebel! loss 
is estimated at 200. Among the dead are 
eeveral who were previously reported as 
wounded.

Discovery of the Possible Cause of De- 
struction of the Maine Made 
in Havana. 


CINCINNATI, March 2.—A local paper 
prints a story that the location of the Key- 
board by which the Maine was blown up 
in Havana Harbor has been found by Capt. 
Huston of the volunteer engineers, Who en- 
terea the service from Cincinnati and who 
had been assigned to the duty of cleaning 
out the fortificaticns of Havana. The story 
is that Huston discovered in the gunroom 
of the Cuartel de Foerste a wooden box 
or hut, in which he found a gutta-percha 
tube containing one large copper wire and 
several smaller wires.

He smokes a pipe 
on week-days and a bad cigar on Sundays, 
and the sight and smell of the little cigar’ 
ette fills him with horror. But the cigar- 
ette industry is a rich and powerful one, 
and may succeed in preventing the enact- 
ment a bill. The House will probably 
pass it. but the Senate's action is more 
doubtful.

Death List Will Number 20 
to 25 Persons. 


ALABAMA SUFFERED MOST. 


THE WIND WAS MOST DESTRUC- 
TIVE ABOUT EDWARDSVILLE. 


Dead Bodies Hurled Through the A’r, 
Houses Torn From Their Founda- 
tioms, Trees Uprooted: and 
Country Devastated. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., March 20.—Reports 
from the storm which swept over a part 
of Northern Alabama show that the wind 
was most destructive near Edwardsville. 
The death list in Alabama and Georgia 
numbers from 20 to 25. Near Edwardsville 
12 persons are known to have been killed 
and something like twice as many injured. 
Great forest trees were picked up and 
blown about like straws and houses were 
torn into fragments. 


Following is a list. of the dead and 
wounded near Edwardsville so far as 
known: 

The de.d: Mr. and Mrs. 
and eight members of their 
known woman near Hoflin. 
The wounded: Bessie Coffee, aged 12, will 
die. Mrs. Runnell, aged 75, will die. Myr- 
tiline Stausels, aged 5, will probably die. 
Mrs. J. H, Cason, internally injured. Tom 
Runnell; serious. Wood Staueels, serious. 


Andrew Stiepan, serious. Mary Stiepan, 
badly bruised. Lizzie Runnell, dangerously 
injured. J. H. Cason, critical. Georgia 
Stausels; serious. Gainesville Stausels, 
badly wounded. Tosh Stausels, severely 
hurt. Coleman Stausels, badly bruised. 

The house of Louis Coffee, near Edwards- 
ville, was the first to go. It was a six- 
room log house. The dwelling was torn 
from its foundations and scattered to the 
four winds. Coffee and his family were 
carried 200 yards across a ravine, and 
dashed to death against the sides of a 
rocky hill. 

The dead bodies were found scattered in 
every direction. One of the girls was 
astride a stump, rigid in death, with her 
arms about the stump, showing that she 
had grasped it in her swift flight to stop 
her progtfess. 

Three of the bodies were absolutely nude 
except for a shoe or stocking, the wind 
having torn the clothing from them. 

After the Coffee home had been demol- 
ished the storm passed to the houses of 
J. Wilder, J. H. Carson and Ben Stanse!l 
and demolished them. Mary Stiepan’'s 
house was next destroyed, and she, with 
a babe in arms, was biown a great dis- 
tance. Such was the force of the wind 
‘that when the woman Span? checked her 
progress a pair of old-fashioned earrings 
were torn from her ears. 

The path of the storm was about 300 
yards wide, and everything went down be- 
fore the awful gust. Not a tree is left 
standing in the path of the wind. Mon- 
arch pines were twisted from their roots 
and blown away. The motion of the storm 
was rotary and pyar 7 HAG was demolished 
by the twisting wind. 

The cyclone divided itself about seven 
miles from Edwardsville, one section 
swirling off to the north, while the other 
took a southeasterly course. A _ fearful

rroaring noise followed the storm, and later 


it was found that a large flour mill on 
the Georgia line had been destroyed. 
Another cyclone struck in the extreme 
north part of Alabama, blowing down a 
number of small dwellings at Hazel Green, 
and still another visited the southeastern 
portion of the State, demolishing the little 
town of Sellers. The blowing down of tel- 
egraph poles and the swollen condition of 
the streams render it difficult to secure 
correct information of the damage done, 
and the next few days will likely devel 
deaths as dreadful as that whi

DAMAGE IN ARKANSAS.

PINE BLUFF, Ark., March 2.—In Sat- 
urday’s storm the Walker plantation, five 
miles above the city, there were six houses 
completely demolished and a fine ginhouse 
biown into the river. Seven negroes, occu- 
pying one of the houses, saved themselves 


lying prostrate on the _ floor. They 
erawied from the debris after the storm. 
On the Fish plantation, six miles below 
Pine Bluff, 10 houses were completely de- 
molished. There still remains a considerable 
portion of the inland country from which '

FIRE THE HOTEL?

Windsor Horror Probably 
Caused by Incendiaries. 


THE EVIDENCE IS STARTLING. 


MANY SAY THE FIRE STARTED IN 
TWO PLACES. 


The Fact That Guests and Employes 
Were All Watching the Parade 
Made the Time an Opportune 
One to Execute the Plot. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK. March 3®.—Was the Wind- 
sor Hotel horror the work of incendiaries, 
who fired the building that they might loot 
the rooms of the wealthy guests while 
panic reigned? 

Everybody who eaw the pitiful waste of 
Llife on Friday last asked that question to- 


day. 

And so many stories were told that 
pointed this way that many survivors of the 
fire made no attempt at concealing their 
suspicions. 

Scores agreed that the fire started in two 
places in the hotel at the same time, and 
could that be anything but incendiary 
work? 

It started just as the St. Patrick’s par- 
ade was passing. The guests were all at 
the windows. The servants were on the 
roof or in their windows, looking at the 
marchers. Only the clerks in the office 
and two or three bell boys were at their 
posts. The big hotel was full of strangers, 
there to see the parade. It was an ideal 


time for a plot, if plot there was. 

Three or tour Central office men in plain 
clothes were around the ruins yesterday 
and mingled with the survivors at other 
hotels; while at headquarters were four men 
under arrest, one of them, Frank Kain, 
caught with $80W0 worth of jewelry in his 
hands, running as fast as he could from 
the fire, 

The others are Kid Ryan, Mike Linde 
and Fred Allen, the first two already in 
the Rogues’ Gallery. 

All four were put through the third de- 
gree yesterday. Kain was questioned clos- 
est of all, but would adm.t nothing. He 
declared tnat he was a newspaper reporter 
from Chicago here looking for work and 
occasionally picking up a story which he 
sold to the newspapers for what he could 
get. 

Kain was caught with 19 stick pins and 
16 scarf pins, as well as other valuables, 
mostly diamonds and emeralds. Much of 
the stuff was Abner McKinley's, but some 
was from other rooms. ‘This made the 
poste very positive. How was it that Kain 
ad been going from room to room saving 
jewelry when there was life to save? 

One theory was that it was tne work of 
an organized gang who knew that there 
Was perhaps 31,40,000 in valuables in the 
hotel, and they precipitated a panic by 
setting it on fire while the parade was pass- 


ng. 

Kine other theory was that one thief did 
all the work, hoping to start a panic and 
getting more than he bargained for. Per- 
wiapshaps the wretch perished just as his 
plot succeeded. 

Mise Evangeline Adams of Boston and 
Mrs. Emma WU. Brush of East Orange, who 
occupied a suit of rooms on the first floor 
of the hotel, barely escaping with their 
lives, and 8. W. LEiliot of Chicago, who 
occupled'a room on the fourth floor and 
who assisted in the rescue of women from 
the burning building, entertain the sus- 
picion of incendiarism. 

“Il was leaving my room after the cry 
of fire,’’ eaid Miss Adame, “‘when I saw a 
negro standing In the hall-at my door. Mrs. 

sh was behind me. Neither of us 
thought the fire would amount to anything, 
and we did not think it would be neces- 
sary to lock the room or take any of our 
valuables. On seeing the negro, however, 
I determined not only to lock the room, 
but to lock the wardrobe in the room, 

**Don't lock your door,’ said the man, 
‘the house is on fire. You had better hurry 
to the street. Hurry up.’ 

“The suggestion from the man and his 
appearance aroused my suspicions. He 
was not employed about the hotel, I am 
certain. He was well dressed. He seemed 
to be standing about the hall just waiting 
for rooms to be vacated to begin robbery. 
I don’t know whether he entered my rooms 
or not. If he did he probably got some 
jewelry iost by Mrs. Brueh.”’ 

“I did not understand the man at all,” 
said Mrs. Brush. “‘He was a most sus- 
picious person. Although persons were run- 
ning for their lives and the hall was filled 
with smoke, he did not seem in the least 
perturbed. My candid belief is that this 
man was a thief ”’

Fire Marshal Peter Seery is making a 
thorough investigation of the fire, but sv 
far has learned nothing about incendiar- 
ism.

MOB RESISTS 
STATE. TROOPS, 


Twe More Men Killed In a 
Third Fight At Laredo. 


LAREDO,Tex., ‘March 300..—Two more men 
were killed and a Captain of the State 
Rangers was wounded in a third fight with 
a mob of Mexicans over the smallpox quar- 
antine here this morning. 

United States troops from Fort McIntosh, 
under Capt. Austin are here to ase6ist the 
State authorities in inforcing the quaran- 
tine against smallpox, which has been op- 
posed by a mob of 40 Mexicans. The Ad- 
jutant-General and two companties of State 
Rangers arrived to-day. 

In the riot yesterday following the effort 
of the city authorities to remove small-pox 
patients from F..

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COL. W. J. BRYAN DISCUSSES PHI- 
LOSOPHY OF BANQUETS. 


ALL DEPENDS ON THE HOST. 


He Looks on Inexpensive Spreads as 
More Befitting the De- 
mocracy. 


NBW YORK, March 20.—Col. William J. 
Bryan has sent the following letter, dated 
Knoxville, Tenn., March 18, to a morning 
paper: 

“Tl avail myself of your invitation to say 
a word in regard to political banquets. A 
banquet has some advantages over a pub- 
lic meeting, when a number of speakers 
are to take part, but whether it proves a 
benefit or an injury to the party that gives 
it depends entirely upon circumstances. 

“One of the most famous banquets of an- 
client times was the Babylonian feast given 
by the King to a thousand of his lords on 
the last night of his reign. This banquet 
has furnished to literature two familiar 
expressions: ‘The Belshazzar feast,’ and 
‘The handwriting on the wall.’ 

“One of the noted banquets of modern 


times was a dinner given at Delmonico’s in 
honor of Mr. Blaine near the close of his 
campaign. It was so widely criticised by 
political opponents that some thought it 
lost enough votes for Mr. Blaine to change 
the result of the election in the State of 
New York. 

“Whether a banquet is cheap or expen- 
sive depends partly upon the financial 
standing of the host and partly upon the 
purpose to be served. If we should chance

Philadelphia became a victim to a gas grab, but not such a 
grab as this bill proposes. The Philadelphia company had to 
furnish the city gas for public buildings free. The price per 
thousand feet for street lighting was set, beginning at 90 cents 
and scaling down to 75 cents. And the company agreed to 
make annual cash payments to the city, beginning with a 
payment of $350.000 and’ increasing’it to $2,325,000 the last year 
of the franchise. 

The gas cOmpanies of Paris, France, have for years paid 
the city 20,000,000 francs annually for the privilege of lighting 
streets and furnishing gas te private consumers.

MANSION BURNED

Historic Residence Entirely, 


Destroyed By Fire. 


HASTY EXIT OF OCCUPANTS. 


JACOB HOEHN’S FAMILY ALMOST 
SUFFOCATED. 


— 


Ancient Structure Opposite O’Fallon 
Park Burned Like a Tinder Box 
Monday Morning and Was 
Speedily in Ruins. 


The od O'Fallon mansion, occupied by 
the family of Jacob Hoehn, proprietor of 
Hioehn'’s Park, on FP orissant av., opposite 
O'Falion Park, was destroyed by fire early 
Monday morning. 

Only the irregular brick sides of the house 
are left standing. The Hoehn family lost 
everything they possassed, excepting the 
clothes, which they found just time enough 
to don before the flames evicted them, 

The fire was discovered at 4 o’clock by 
Jacob Hoehn, Jr. Had young Jacob's keen 
nose gone to sleep with the other of his 


four senses—thus refuting a popular im- 
pression that the faculty of smelling slum- 
bers hardest of all other sensibilit.es— 
there would no doubt have been ambu- 
lances at the house later in the morning 
along with the fire engines which played 
on the ruins until after 10 o’clook. — 

When Jacob awoke there wasn't fire 
encugh in the house to broll a slice of ham 
wth. but there was so much smoke that 
the family had all kinds of difficulty find- 
ing the siairway and docrs. Five or ten 
minutes more in their beds and the sleep- 
ing family must surely have been asphyx- 
iated. 

The Hoehns gave a party Sunday night 
and hence were later in retiring than !s 
their custom. ‘The big fire which was left 
in the kitchen range after a hot supper 
was served at midnight is thought to have 
started the confla ition. It was after 1 
o'clock when the family got to bed. Jack 
Hoehn was the last one to go to his room. 
Before he started upstairs to bed he made 
his usual trip through the rambling old 
structure to see that doors were locked and 
all lights out. At that time the embers 
in the kitchen range seemed faint and in 
no danger of giving trouble. 

When young Jacob Hoehn was awakened 
by the smell of smoke he went downstairs 
without first calling any alarm. He found 
the din'ne room and kitchen filled with 
smoke, which drove him back into the hall. 
He hastened upstairs an‘ called his father 
and mother, three sisters and his brother 
Jack. ‘hey partly dressed themselves, 
and reached the ground not a minute too 
soon. Jack Hoehn, after he had left the 
hceuse remembered his ncwly-purchased 
diamond stud left on h-s bureau. He es- 
sayed io save it and dashed back upstairs 
to his room. He secured the stud, and 
while in his apartments he thought it wowd 
be a good thing as well as an exhibition 
af eoolness and presence of mind to put 
on some more of his extensive wardrobe. 
He followed out his idea, but it came near 
costing his Mfe. When he emerged from 
his room the found the upper hell impene- 
trable from smoke. It filled his eyes as 
well as ‘this lungs, causing him to stagger 
back into his room. He knocked the glass 
out of one of the windows and called for 
help. His father. who was standing on 
the ground, advised him not to jump, when 
a leap appeared to be his only saving. 

One of the Misses Hoehn then showed 
that girls are not always “weeping nuis- 
ances’ in times of emergency. She spied 
a ladder leaning against a_ shed a short 
distance from the nouse. She dragged if 
to the building, and with her father's aid 
ran it up to her brother, who descended in 
safety. 

In the meantime the smoldering wood- 


Jacob, Jr., had telephoned the Central Sta- 
tion of the Bell telephone system that his 
home was on fire. The astute operator sug- 
ested that it might be a wise act to turn 
na fire alarm. The nearest fire alarm bo. 
is three-quarters of a mile away from the 
house. It was no time for Jacob to argue 
with the all-wise operator, and Jacob so 
up trying to notify the Fire Departme™. 
over the wire. He started ona run through 
O’Falion Park, and fortunately met on the 
way a neighbor, who is a private watch- 
man. The watchman had a key to the fire 
boxes, and he ran to Broadway and Carrié 
av., the nearest call, and sent in an alarm, 
The department answered to that corner, 
losing almost half an hour in getting on the 
right track of the blaze. 

The police of the Fair Grounds Station 
by this time had seen the flames, and they 
Aliso sent in a call from another quarter. 
This proved lucky, for two engines and 
hook-and-ladder trucks were thereby sen® 
to the scene, All they could do, however: 
was to work on the building and keep the 
walls standing. The Hoehns had lost evy- 
erything, except the contents of one room— 
a room that many St. Louisans would havc 
liked to visit Sunday—the saloon—for Jacob 
oo et gga a mpadnouse in the O’Fal- 
on ansion, using the top floor: .

e interior of the old house was so , 
tinder for the flames. The blaze. ate ua 
minutes, was so bright the entire neighbor- 
hood, sparsely settled as it is, was aroused 
Friends came to offer their services, but 
there was no help they could give except to 
offer shelter for the homeless family. The 
early morning was so cold that Icicles 
formed on the eaves of the house where 
water had been thrown by the enginees. 
Mr. and Mrs, Hoehn and the young ladies 
suffered acutely and had to be conveyed to 
the homes of various friends where they 
now are. 

Jack Hoehn said Monday morning that he 
estimated the loss on furniture and clothes 
at 3000 with insurance of about $2700. He 
did not know what valuation. was placed 
by the owners on the house and what in- 
surance there was carried, if any at all. 

The O'Fallon mansion was about the best- 
known of all the great old-fashioned home- 
steads to be found in North 8t. Louis, It 
was two stories in height, with quaint 
wings extending in all directions and a 
tower in the center of the roof. St con- 
tained 15 rooms, a fact which necessitated 
many hallways on both floors. These hall- 
Ways acted as so many drafts for the 
flames and doubled the danger which over- 
hung the unconscious men and women on 
the second floor when the fire broke out 

Four years ago Jacob Hoehn leased the 
great house and the spacious grounds which 
surrounded it. He converted the first floors 
into dancing halls and dining rooms, with 
a bar attachment, and outside he erected 
a large dancing pavilion. Rustic seats were 
scattered throughout the lawn under the 
big trees, and here and there were bullt 
little summer houses. He operated the pic- 
nic grounds as Hoehn's Grove, and it soon 
became one of the prominent pleasure re- 
sorts of the northern section of the city.

FATHER AND SON 
SHOT ELLISON 


Quarrel About a Drink Re- 
sulted in a Tragedy. 


VICTIM BEGGED FOR HIS LIFE. 


ANTON AND HUGO HARTUNG ARE 
CHARGED WITH MURDER. 


Fairmount Park Saloon Keeper aud 
His Son Shot.a Patron Who Ob- 
jected to Paying for a Drink 
Taken by the Former, 


John Ellison, employed by Barney Schrei- 
ber, @ racehorse man, died Monday morn- 
ing from bullet wounds received Sunday 
afternoon at Fairmount Park, St. Louis 
County. . 

Ellison is alleged to have been shot to 
death by Anton Hartung and his son Hugo, 
both of whom are under arrest at Clay@on. 
A warrant was issued by Hiram Holt, who 
claims he was a witness to the tragedy. 

Hartung is the proprietor of a saloon at 
Fairmount Park. Gunday afternoon EIlH- 
son and a party of friends entered the 
place and called for drinks. Hartung 
drank with them and registered his own 


drink when he made change. Ellison pro- 
tested that he had not asked the saloon- 
keeper to drink, and that Hartung had no 
right to keep out the money for something 
that had not been bought by him. 

It is alleg~ed Hartung became angry and 
excited. He drew a pistol from under the 
bar and fired into the air, commanding El- 
lison and his friends to leave the plece. 

Mrs. Hartung, hearing the report of the 
pistol, ran into the saloon, and grabbing 
Ellison began to scuffle with him. He 
tripped and fell to the floor. Hartung 
leaned over the bar and fired at the pros- 
trate man, the bullet entering his 
left side, just below the heart. He was 
about to fire again when Ellison cried out: 

“Don't shoot again, for God's sake!”’ 

The woman at this juncture was evident- 
ly moved @ sympathy, for she begged her 
husband not to shoot and held her dress 
over the wounded man. But her son Hugo 
entered the saloon, and seeing the troubie 
in progress, promptly drew his revolver 
and go.ng close to Elson shot him in al- 
most the same place his father’s bullet had 
entered. 

Edison, thus mortally wounded, managed 
to get upon his feet and to stagger to the 
door, where Anton Hartung again fired at 
him. The bullet failed to take effect, but 
Eltison fell to the ground. 

Neighbors picked him up and carried him 
to the office of Dr. Heidorn of Fairmount 
Park. Dr. A. V. lL. Lrokaw was sum- 
moned from St. Lou’s and the two r- 
geons workeli most of the night in a vain 
effort to save the life of the wounded man.

LARGEST DEMONSTRATION IN 
TWENTY-FIVE YEARS. 


Affection for the Emerald Isle ard her 
{llustrious St. Patrick was fittingly at- 
tested in St. Louis Sunday. Persons, irre- 
spective of nattonality, contributed to make 
the day memorable. 

The parade in honor of Ireland's saintly 
hero was the largest of the kind given in 
the city in many years. It Is stated that 
over 10,000 persons were in the line of 
march. 

Thirty Catholic parishes of the city were 
represented, in addttion to a contingent of 
1000 marchers from East St. Louis. Mem- 
bers of the various Irish societies helped to 
swell the parade, and by their fine uni- 
forms rendered it doubly attractive. 


“It reminded me,”’ said Capt. Peter Joyce, 
of the Seventh Police District, “of the 
times when every one rejoiced in the mem- 
ory of St. Patrick. In the old days the lo- 
eal Irish societies were much stronger than 
they are now. As I remember we used to 
start the parade about noon, and had such 
immense turnouts that it was sundown 
when the last division disbanded. 

‘But Sunday’s demonstration is the big- 
gest I have seen in 2 years.” 

The captain was ‘busily engaged with a 
force of patrolmen and special officers, 
keeping the impatient onlookers in order at 
the intersection of Grand and LAndell bl., 
where the parade disbanded. When the last 
of the marchers rounded the curve, he 
smiled and walked away. The affair had 
been a complete success, without one acci- 
dent.

ROBSON’S NEW PLAY 
AND OTHER SHOWS. 


The first public performance of ‘Two 
Rogues and a Romance” was given last | 
night at the Olympic Theater by Stuart 
Robson and his company. The audience 
was large and indicated that it enjoyed 
the ‘play by applauding frequently. After 
the third act Mr. Robson was called be- 
fore the curtain.

The author, Theo- 
dore Burt Sayre, seems to have devoted 
his attention to fitting Mr. and Mrs. Rob- 
son, with parts that would suit their per- 
personalities. He succ ed admirably in 
this, but neglected to provide an adequate 
dramatic excuse for their exploitation. The 
story is involved and imconsequential. It 
is develo , or sought to be developed, 
in a ies of duologues and triologues 
(double derivative words, patent applied 
for). The first curtain rises on two per- 
sons conversing. After they talk for a few 
minutes they retire and two others come 
on and discourse. These two give way to 
two ophers, and they to still others, and so 
on till the curtain falls. All this talking 
is done with a twofold purpose—to explain 
what the subsequent acts will be about 
and to show what a bright and epigram- 
matic writer the author is. The explan:- 
tions are not as as the epigrams. 
After the play is ended if you will think 
it over carefully you will remember that 
the action was as follows: Andre de Ma- 
saix, @ young Italian, has been posing in 
Washington as his cousin, who is a count 
and has won the love of Sybil Car- 
rington, daughter of the British Ambas- 
sador. The Duke of Vestagala threatens 
to expose him unless he is paid to keep 

iet. Reggie Carruthers, nephew of the 

mbassador, who conceals monumental 
wisdom under the guise of a trifier, dis- 
covers the secret and foils the Duke by 
making Andre promise to go home and be 
good for a year, after which he may come 
back under his own name and marry the 
girl. Then comes Lucille Ramon, a beau- 
tiful and gifted woman, whom the Am- 
bassador wronged when she was a girl. 
She is panting for revenge, and, knowing 
Andre’s secret, attemptg to humiliate the 
Ambassadur by exposifig his son-in-law- 
elect. The wise Trifler foils her by induc- 
ing Sybil to break her engagement before 
the exposure can be made. Mme. Ramon 
then has an interview with the Ambassa- 
dor and shows him a document proving 
that he was a traitor years and years ago. 
He tries to take it from her and~they 
struggle down stage and up stage with 
the hts turned low. Finally the Am- 
bassador bends the woman backward over 
a table and is about to get the ‘rerim- 
inating document when eshe .cither stabs 
him or he develops heart disease—the 
writer could not tell which. Anyhow, he 
dies and the omniscient Trifler comes in 
and discovers the corpse. He has ‘Sybil 
and her lover concealed in the next room 
and sends them home without letting them 
know of the tragedy. This is the third 
act finale. In the fourth act the Trifler 
arranges four or five weddings, and the 
final curtain falls as he gathers his own 
beloved to his palpitating bosom. The de- 
ception practiced by Sybil’s lover is atoned 
for to the satisfaction of the author by 
the announcement that Andre is really the 
Count that he pretended to be, his cousin 
whom the impersonated having died. Of 
course, Andre is morally as much of an 
impostor as he would have been if his 
cousin had not died so opportunely, but 
as the Wise Trifler didn’t regard the de- 
ception as a bar to the marriage of his 
niece to a real Count, the public need not

. e character of the Trifler shits Mr. 
Robson. He makes it apparent that he is 
a person of great strength of mind and 
character which he doesn’t use often be- 
cause fie finds it more amusing to be an 
idler and play the fool.
